1. Claims 1-4, 6, 9-12, 14, 17-20 and 22 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or disclose in light of the specifications, a 
device and method wherein the pump energy provided by the first laser pump traverses the 
second dispersion compensating fiber before entering the first dispersion compensating fiber via 
a Bragg fiber grating that reflects optical energy at the first wavelength and transmits other 
optical energy.
